Clarifying 
new housing 
regulations

Several points dealing with new 
tenant regulations for low to 
moderate income housing were 
clarified by EOCD Deputy 
Assistant Secretary Bob Pyne ina 
telephone interview last Friday. 

Under the new regulations, which 
are currently in the drafting stage, 
at least 85 percent of the Chapter 
70S homes will have local 
preference. The other 15 percent 
should be filled by racial minori- 
ties, either from Wilmington or the 
greater, Boston area, Pyne said. [t 
will be up to the Wilmington 
Housing Authority to make every 
effort to reach a goal of-minority 
occupancy, he added, stressing that 
in no way should this be considered 
‘a quota system." 

"We're just trying to reconcile 
local preference with affirmative 
action responsibilities and 
(trying to) preserve local 
preference under the law,” Pyne 
said. If EOCD doesn't take steps to 
lighten up the regulations, he 
added, the courts may rule local 
preference unconstitutional and 
eliminate it entirely 

Pyne made a special point of 
saying that regulations regarding 
veterans will not change; veterans 
will continue to get preference 

"This has been misunderstood by 
some housing authorities," Pyne 
said. 

The new regulations are expected 
to become official sometime in 
January. They will then go into 
effect six months from the date they 
are accepted. All state housing 
authorities will have to abide by 
them and the old regulations will 
not be allowed to be grandfathered 
into housing that is underway, Pyne 
added.

Subdivision proposal sparks 
concern for old Middlesex Canal 


A subdivision hearing at the 
Wilmington Town Hall on Tuesday 
evening drew more than 90 
persons, many of them neighbors 
of the proposed site, off Chestnut 
Street near the old Middlesex 
Canal. 

Planning bpard hearings on 
subdivisions are concerned with 
engineering and zoning questions 
The arguments presented before 
the planning board Tuesday night 
were mainly about water problems, 
which is the concern of the conser. 
vation commission 

‘There are 27 houselots ia the pro- 
posed subdivision. One of them is 
unbuildable and will not conform 
to planning board regulations, said 
Chairman Anthony Gentile. The 
others will be considered, and there 
will be a decision in about two 
weeks, 

This will be the first residential 
subdivision in Wilmington to be 
seryed by sewer mains, engineer 

h Nitzsche told the planning 
board. There will be no on-site 
septic systems. 

Nitzsche described the. pond, 
called Patch's Pond, once known as 
Taylor's Pond, and the plans he had 
developed to control the water. He 
described the heavy peat deposit at 
the foot of Floradale Avenue, 
where the peat is 20 feet deep. The 
only wetland crossing in the subdi- 
vision, he said, would be on a street 
to be called Cushing Drive.He said 
that he expects the conservation 
commission to issue orders to clear 
up the pond, which has a lot of logs 
and old shopping carts 

The pond, he said, "serves the 
subdivision" in that part of the 
waters of the pond will be a part of

The Wilmington Memorial 
Library automation project is now 
underway. In April the town 
meeting voted $80,000, to enable 
the Wilmington Library to become 
a part of the Merrimack Valley 
Consortium 

The consortium, with terminal 
headquarters in Andover, lists all 
the books available in each of the 
participating libraries, It further 
keeps a record of each book in 
those libraries, so that, at the push 
of a button in any other library, 
there will be immediate knowledge 
as to whether or not the particular 
volume desired is available at that 
moment. 


Wilmington’s library has nearly 
100,000 volumes. Of these 17,000 
have been bar coded, and another 
6,000 have been entered into the 
data base. Approximately 74,000 
volumes remain, as yet, to be 
entered into the computer listing 

The Board of Library Trustees 
expects that all the Wilmington 
volumes will be completely coded 
by spring. At the present time 
Wilmington residents can take 
advantage of the automation project 
to locate volumes in other 
libraries. The Wilmington library is 
the 14th, in the Merrimack Valley 
CSnsortium to be a part of the 
consortium data base.

time, solving the problem of what 
to do about the sewerage problem 
that plagues Boston Harbor. : 

The MWRA is seeking one or two 
sites in eastern Massachusetts for 
the location of facilities to either 
incinerate the sludge from the 
sewers, or else compost it into 
fertilizer. About 70 tons of sludge 
accumulates daily, much of which 
is dumped into Boston Harbor. 

The site named in Woburn is 
adjacent to the Wilmington/Wo 
bum town line, off New Boston 
Street, which is an extension of 
Woburn Street. It occupies 153 
acres and is adjacent to the 
Industri-Plex 128, a place which 
has been named ‘by the U.S. 
Environmental Agency as the fifth 
worst hazardous dump in the 
country 

‘The list of potential sites had been 
recommended by SEA Consultants 
Inc. of Cambridge. There were 12 
island properties, and 12 coastal 
locations named. The company was 
paid $480,000 for its work. The 
report is being listed as a 
“preliminary” first step, and the 


Woburn Times reports, the list will 
not be “finalized” until mid 
February 

Mayor John Rabbitt of Woburn 
termed the study “disgraceful.” He 
had not been consulted, he said, nor 
had any of the city officials 

Rabbitt for several years has been 
negotiating with state officials to 
construct a railroad station in the 
area, with parking facilities. The 
station would become a part of the 
"T" system of transportation. 

The Times, on the last day of the 
year (Dec. 31) printed a story 
which said that the "sludge experts 
did not know about the potential T 
station. 
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Consultants Ine, told the Times that 
virtually every site named by his 
firm had alternative development 
plans. He said that concems about 
the Industri-Plex had no part in the 
decision to include the site on the 
list, and further that the property 
was not deliberately chosen because 
it was next to a hazardous waste 
site. 

His firm is under orders to 
develop a site to dispose of the 70 
tons of sludge that are produced 
daily by primary sewage treatment 
plants, There is a court order for 
the MWRA to stop contaminating 
the harbor. The MWRA is seeking 
federal authorization to dump 
sludge in a deep ocean site off the 
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coast of New Jersey until the 
sewage treatment facility can be 
constructed and go on line. 

Aufiero said that the SEA will not 
make its final recommendation 
until December 1986, and that the 
MWRA will not designaie a site 
until July 1987, Neither an 
incinerator nor a composting plant 
should present a danger, nor emit 
offensive odors, he said. Both types 
of plants are enclosed facilities 
equipped with odor-control 
mechanisms 

There will be opportunities for 
public comment before SEA makes 
its final recommendation, and 
before the MWRA chooses the final 
site, according to Aufiero,

Wilmington League of Women 
Voters celebrates 25th anniversary

As the Wilmington League of 
Women Voters marks its 25th year 
four active members got together 
to explore their feelings on 
belonging to this "grassroots 
organization" and to share some of 
the positive steps the league has 
taken since its inception as a 
provisional league in 1961 

President Donna Blackwell, Pat 
Rodan, Odette Kent, and Betsy 
Mullen gathered in the warm 
post-holiday surroundings of 
Odette’s living room and talk at 
length about the league's 
background, present and future. 

"The league is a good place to 
learn about government and be 
exposed to new issues,” says Donna 
with a smile as the others readily 
concur. Not only does the 
organization provide the public 
with information on voter and 
registration procedures, but it 
promotes political responsibility, 
allows members to act on selected 
governmental issues, and highlights 
candidates’ stands on various issues. 

Barbara Sullivan helped found 
the Wilmington League of Women 
Voters and became its first 
President. With a total of 41 
members, the early group became a 
full-fledged league in 1963 
Members automatically became a 
part of state and federal leagues 
well 

According to Pat, who claims 15 
years aS a league member, the 
organization was started when 
several women expressed an 
interest in finding out more about 
their town. The league offered the 
perfect format for digging into 
town issues. It also provided an 
opportunity for social interaction, 
something that's limited today as 
more and more members juggle 
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meetings with part time jobs and 
other interests 

The early league compiled and 
distributed "Know Your Town" 
booklets and "Town Meeting 
Procedures” pamphlets. In 1963, 
members elected to study the 
zoning needs of Wilmington. In 
succeeding yeafs, explains Pat, they 
also did studies\gn the town bylaws, 
betterments, and Yocal schools, and 
were instrumental in founding a 
library facility and the Wilmington 
Community Schools and hiring a 
paid recreation director 

The league today continues in its 
public service capacity. A while 
back it held an appreciation night 
for town board members and their 


families because, as Pat puts it, "we | 


realize the work board members do 
for nothing.” 

The organization sponsors a 
Voter Information Night, Candi- 
dates Night, Meet Your Town 
Officials Night (upcoming. this 
January 23), and expresses views 
on certain town meeting warrant 
articles 

It also continued to provide 
information to keep the public up to 
date on issues. To this end, the 
league currently posts its 
Wilmington Voter” newsletter on 
the library bulletin board and has 
started publishing a "Did You 
Know?" column in the Town Crier 
each month. For fun, and to raise 
extra funds (above the $25 annual 
dues), members held a Craft Fair 
last June and a pie sale during the 
Fourth of July celebration. 

One of the more interesting 
aspects of being a league member is 
the opportunity to participate in a 
study” and act on the results of that 
study. A study - usually undertaken 
on a “burning issue” such as 
hazardous waste or low income 


us NOW about 
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housing, for example - may take 
one or two years to complete. 

Several members join a study 
committee and thoroughly research 
the subject through polls, inter 
views, state guidelines, books, 
magazines, and other resource 
materials. They then take the facts 
back to the general membership 
and arrive at a “consensus.” 
Members must arrive at a 
consensus before they can take a 
stand and speak for the rest of the 
group on an issue. Many times, 
since the local league is more or 
less under the state and national 
leagues, the consensus is sent on to 
those levels, 

Being able to participate in 
studies, says Donna, is the main 
reason she joined the league. "I'm 
addicted to knowing what's going 
on,” she explains, adding that once 
she has all the facts, she is then 
compelled to take positive action 

The other women are quick to 
explain why they joined the 
Wilmington league. 

“I got involved for me" says 
Odette, a former social worker 
turned homemaker and mother, 
interested in staying abreast of civic 
affairs and receiving the frequent 
publications put out for members. 

"The league definitely takes up 
most of my time, but that's my 
choice,” she explains, adding that 
she is also a member of the recently 
formed Air Pollution Task Force. 
She said that men and women (yes, 
membership is extended to both 
sexes) interested in their town 
shouldn't feel shy about joining the 
league. 

“There are no prerequisites to 
belonging,” she adds, and members 
can get as involved as they wish. 
Betsy joined the league five years 
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ago to learn more about her town. 
To understand town government, 
she volunteered to become a 
member of the league's Observer 
Corps and sit in on certain board 
meetings in town, 

"This is a really unique way to 
start in an organization,” she says, 
adding that it was her job to 
monitor selectmen meetings and 
report back to her fellow members 
And yes, there is "quite a bit of time 
involved" in being a league 
member, but Betsy wouldn't have it 
any other way. 

Pat explains that “what the league 
does and how it does it is so 
appealing.” She says that as long as 
she can remember, the organization 
has been “worth supporting” and, 
in fact, she's gotten more out of her 
membership than she has 
contributed, 

The league, over the years, has 
changed and “adapted” to members’ 
busy schedules. According to Pat, 
“you have to adapt what you expect 
of people and go with the amount of 
time they have available." Donna 
adds that their group is "very 
active" and they have a "very 
flexible program.” 

New members have the option of 
jus® attending a few monthly 
meetings or working their way up 
to the six to eight member board. 
They may be chosen as one of the 
two delegates sent to the state 
convention every other year or the 
delegate sent to the national 
convention in alternate years. 

This month, members will be 
meeting and planning this year's 
program and delving into issues 
they might want to look at further. 
They will also be exploring sevei

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Tewksbury man 
charged with 
kidnapping, 

" attempted rape 


A Tewksbury man has been 
charged with the early morning 
kidnapping and attempted rape of a 
Methuen woman on New Year's 
Day. Charged with assault and 
battery, indecent assault, attempted 
rape’ and kidnapping was Garron L. 
Deramus, 24, of 23 Revere Rd., 
Tewksbury. 

Deramus was arrested by Officer 
Anthony DiCalogero at his home 
January 2 at 7:10 a.m, when police 
went to his address after running a 
check on the car he left behind in 
Haffner's gas station early New 
Year's morning. 

According to reports, Deramus 
met the Methuen woman at a party 
in Lowell and asked her to g6 with 
him to another party in Tewksbury. 
Police allege Deramus then took the 
woman to his home where he 
ripped her dress in an alleged 
attempted rape. 

The woman apparently broke 
free and ran from the house seeking 


help, police say. Deramus, police 
allege, went outside, talked with the 
woman and put her in a car. He 
drove down Main Street and 
stopped at Haffner's gas station, 
reportedly for gasoline, police say. 

Once in the self serve station, the 
woman again broke free and sought 
help from the attendants who called 
police. Police responding to the 
scene.Were told the man who drove 
into the station in a 1974 Olds Delta 
fled the scene on foot. 

Another crusier responding to the 
scene saw a man fitting the 
description running on Shawsheen 
Street near Kenneth Street and gave 
foot chase until he fled into a 
wooded section. 

Police ran a check on the car left 
behind at Haffner's and searched 
the area piecing togehter clues in 
the investigation. 

The victim, police say, was not 
raped and refused medical 
treatment. 


Indictments issued 
for dumping, gravel pit 
at old airport 


A Middlesex County Grand Jury 
has indicted Leonard Caporale and 
Alex ander Realty Trust III of 
Billerica for violations of the 
Wetlands Protection Act and the 
Massachusetts Landfill statute. 
Caporale was also indicted for 
threatening a state Department of 
Environmental Quality Engineer: 
ing (DEQE) employee. 

The trust owns the old airport 
property on the Billerica 
Wilmington line, where Caporale 
has run a gravel operation in recent 
years. 

The indictments are the first 
sought by Middlesex County 
District Attorney Scott Harshbar- 
ger's Environmental Crime 
Division. The unit was set up 
earlier this year within th eoffice’s 
Public Protection Bureau. Harsh- 
barger said the unit will prosecute 
flagrant and repeat environmental 
polluters. “These are crimes. 
They've been defined by the 
Legislature as crimes," he said 

The statute is there, the penalty is 
there and we intend to enforce the 
law in thse cases. In this day and 
age, we can no longer view 
environmental polluiton as a minor 
problem." 

Caporale was indicted for seven 
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counts of violating the Wetlands 
Protection Act, 16 counts of illegal 
landfill violations and one count of 
threatening a DEQE official 
Alexander Realty Trust Ill was 
indicted fortwo counts of violating 
the Wetlands Protection Act and 
one count of violation of the illegal 
landfill statute. A violation of the 
Wetlands Protection Act carries a 
sentence’ of up to six months in the 
House of Correction and/or a fine 
of not more than $1000. A 
violation of the illegal landfill 
statute carrie a fine of up to $500. 
The threatening count carries a 
maximum sentence in the House of 
Correction for six months or a fine 
of up to $100. 

The indictments cover alleged 
activities from 1981 through 1985 
and are related to the operation of 
the dumpsite and gravel operation 
at the old Billerica Airport on the 
Billerica/Wilmington line. The 
refuse allegedly {legally buried or 
piled on the site includes: building 
demolition, cast iron pipe, wood, 
concrete blocks, newspaper, tree 
stumps and tires. 

"There is a need ot have a local 
prosecutorial response to these 
types of crimes,” said District 
Attorney Harshbarger. "It is the 
type of crime that far too often goes 
unpunished. We are going to make 
sure that the environmental laws 
are strictly enforced and that they 
apply equally to everyone.”

The WCOA has received an 
Action Alert memo from the 
secretary of Elder Affairs, Richard 
Rowland. In it he siressed the 
importance of exercise for senior 
citizens. He says, “It is important 
for sehior citizens to get a sufficient 
amount of exercise. It is the only 
way to stay healthy. 

The exercise program is 
instructed by a physical therapist 
specializing in exercise oriented to 
the older person.

The Fortinis move to the country 


When they hit Stoneham, 
they'd gone far enough 


By JIM ROUILLARD 


They'd gone for a long ride in 
the country 

It was well before Interstate 
Route 93 was a blueprint or even 
adream 

It was diring the early 1920s, 
in fact ~ and many towns’ Main 
Street (Route 28) was the major 
conduit north of Boston. 

John Fortini had been advised 
to move out of Somerville, to 
‘the country” for the sake of his 
wife's health. 

When they reached what 
seemed the deep wilds, Fortini 
felt he had been driving so long 
he must be in New Hampshire.

But the truck did not always 
make it up hills infirst gear, she 
explained, so her father would 
turn it around and drive up in 
reverse, in order to make his 
deliveries, 

Yet, that’s only the prelude, 
for it's not the truck, nor the 
store, nor even the father, but 


the. son, Edwin D. Fortini, 
around whom this story 
revolves. 


A decade ago, Fortini had a 
dream which might now be said 
to be halfway accomplished, 
since it may be. in partial 
danger 

He sold the town fathers his 
idea, organized volunteer 
workers, took the abandoned 
town almshouse, built in 1852, 
and devoted 10 years of unpaid 
time, energy, and even his own 
money, to fashion a Council on 
Aging program which would 
give Stoneham elders a gem of a 
building in a serene and 
beautiful spot of their own. 

“He's Mr. Stoneham Senior 
Citizen as far as Pm \con 
cerned,” said severa) politi

But a man's contribution, 
however tidily measured by 
political plaudits, are more 
surely gauged by the affection 
which he inspires in the people 
he has helped. 

Past chairman of the town's 
Council on Aging and longest 
holder of that post, Fortin! is a 
man of immeasurable com: 
passion, whose caring is some- 
times masked by a brusque 
facade. 

Yet he has often been the 
behind-the-scenes assistant to 
countless people in distress or 
need. Ask him for help and 
you're very likely to get it . 

And since his deep tan, jet- 
black hair, and general energy 
defy the title of senior citizen, 
Fortini’s characteristics are 
more in keeping with the 
broader honor grateful 
Stoneham elders and others 
would give him, which may be 
far closer to the mark. 

“He's Mr. Stoneham as far as 
we're concerned," according to 
scores of senior citizens, 
Council on Aging staff and 
townspeople, in less public but 
more casual chat: a chorus that 
swells deeper and clearer than 
politicians’ praise. 

An active and frequently 
impassioned advocate for 
seniors just about all his life, 
Edwin Dante Fortini is a 
Stoneham-bred success story 
who has turned his time, talents 
and much out-of-pocket money 
back into his family’s chosen 
soil. He's got a dynamic per. 
sonality, with frequent 
examples of ingenuity, colorful 
speech and surprise for politi- 
cians up his sleeve. 

When senior programs have 
been threatened in the past, he 
has mobilized elders to deluge 
selectmen with telephone calls, 
or taken the podium at Town 
Meeting to persuade the voters 
to override Finance Committee 
recommendations against 
adding Council staff. 

It was during his under 

graduate years at Maine's 
Bates College, in fact, where he 
played varsity football, that 
Fortini surprised his own 
family by arriving home in 
Stoneham one night on a motor- 
cycle. 
When he pulled into the 
yard,” Ida Cerbone recalls, 
“my mother was having a 
hemorrhage because he was on 
the cycle.” 

Their mother, Alma Fortini, 
by the way, is a tiny, gentle 
creature who dislikes garlic, 
loves Italian operas, and runs 
the “Nook,” a crafts and thrift 
shop at the Senior Citizen 
Center. The money she and 
other volunteers have helped 
Taise has gone to a wide variety 
of elder programs. 

But she was not gentle in her 
distress when her son arrived 
on his inotorcycle, according to

stration, from a part-time 
telephone referral service 
(which Mrs. Strail staffed alone 
in the tiny front hall of the 
building, with an electric space 
heater for warmth) to a multi- 
service center manned by a full 
time social outreach worker, a 
director, custodian /driver, and 
a part-time secretary. 

Innovative services which 
Fortini initiated at the Counci) 
are simply too vast to 
enumerate, Strail said, but they 
include every major function in 
which the Center continues 
today: regular medical clinics, 
a meal-site and drop-in 
program at the center, year- 
round delivery of meals-on- 
wheels to Stoneham's infirmed 
and housebound elderly, 
outreach to homebound and 
lonely elders, and educational, 
recreational and social 
programs and trips. 

Yet there is another aspect, 
and a worry, involving the ef- 
forts of Fortini and his helpers, 
to preserve the current Senior 
Citizen building, in its present 
state, as a place of refuge and 
beauty for the town’s elders. 

The Council on Aging 
building, thanks to efforts by 
the Stoneham Historical 
Commission, is now listed in the 
National Register of Historic 
Places, as part of Stoneham's 
Multiple Resource Area. It's 
architectural and historical 
significance are both described 
by documents on file at the 
Massachusetts Historical 
Commission, which comes 
under the umbrella of the 
Commonwealth's Office of the 
Secretary of State. 

“The Stoneham Almshouse is 
one of the few intact 19th cen- 
tury poorhouses surviving in the 
metropolitan Boston area. (It) 
possesses integrity of location, 
setting, materials and associa- 
tion. It is significant as a rare 
surviving example of an tm- 
portant 19th century building 
type, the poorhouse, and for its 
associations with the care of the 
aged and 
Stoneham.”

Yet despite its beauty, its 
Setting, its historical and archi 
tectural significance, both 
Fortini and Mrs. Strail have 
expressed fears at- persistent 
indications that the building 
itself is at risk, and may be 
razed, with the land falling 
victim to speculators who have 
long eyed it for a housing 
development or condominiums. 

William Sequino, Stoneham 
town administrator, and 
himself now a member of the 
town’s Historical Commission, 
when asked about this e, 
said he endorses the concept of 
the preservation of historical 
buildings. 

Peter Jurzynski, current 
director of the Stoneham 
Council on Aging, however. 
said he would like to see th 
Present building destroyed and 
replaced by a modern struc 
ture. 

Alternatively, he has in the 
past said he favors the removal 
of the elder program itself to a 
more central location, citing the 
possibility.of Stoneham Square 
as one example. 

Fortini, on the other hand, 
said he wants to see the

presented to Fortini by select- 
men and the Council at 
testimonials, were words of 
strong praise for his work which 
‘“‘benefited our senior 
population immeasurably,”” and 
for his “perpetuating the well- 
being of our senior population."” 


Bot one thing above all that 
Fortini himself said he would 
like to see perpetuated is the 
building he hoped to preserve 
from the vandals’ rage and the 
developer's bulldozer. 

As for acknowledging some of 
the praise he has received from 
politicians and townspeople, 
Fortini disclaimed 

“It just happened that I was 
in the right place at the right 
time, and there was a lot of 


help.” 
Yet the man is modest in his 
own praise. It took Ann Hobbs. 
former long-time Council 
member and Stoneham 
representative to the Mystic 
Valley Elder Services board of 
directors, to articulate more 
specific thanks and praise 


“No-one will ever know how 
much money has come out of 
Eddie's own pocket towards the 
elder programs in Stoneham.” 

“Maybe it's too much to 
expecty" said George Crowell 
also a former Council member 
and ten year volunteer driver at 
the Stoneham Council, that 
another person of Eddie For. 
tini’s caliber, vision, com. 
passion and drive will show up 
in this generation, to fight for 
elder rights in Stoneham
